"  This  picture  was  given  to  Gainsborough  Dupont,  nephew  and  pupil 
of  tlie  painter,  then  living  at  Grafton  Street,  Fitzroy  Square,  London. 
When  he  died  it  became  the  property  of  his  brother,  Kichard  Dupont, 
of  Sudbury,  Suffolk,  who  at  his  dfcease  left  it  to  his  son  Richard 
Gainsborougli  Dupont  (also  of  Sudbury)  the  present  possessor,  by 
whom  it  has  been  carefully  preserved,  and  remains  exactly  as  Gains- 
borough left  it,  no  one  having  been  allowed  to  touch  it.  Gainsborough 
Dupont  on  one  occasion  had  been  painting  much  better  than  usual, 
which  so  delighted  Gainsborough  that  he  took  him  into  his  gallery  and 
told  him  he  wished  to  make  him  a  present  of  one  of  his  pictures,  saying 
that  he  might  make  his  choice,  although  he  had  then  in  his  gallery 
many  finished  pictures,  among  them  '  The  Woodman.'  After  some 
consideration  he  selected  this  '  Haymaker  and  Sleeping  Girl,'  which 
surprised  and  rather  disappointed  the  painter,  who  said  all  he  could  to 
induce  him  to  alter  his  choice,  but  in  vain.  He  begged  of  his  uncle  to 
let  him  have  it  in  preference  to  any  other,  saying  it  would  be  invaluable 
to  him  as  a  young  artist  showing  so  clearly  how  he  got  up  his  pictures, 
Gainsborough  yielded  to  his  wishes  and  sent  it  to  his  house  in  Grafton 
Street,  where  it  remained  until  his  death,  when  it  was  transferred  to 
his  brother,  father  of  the  present  possessor."
